He added this was typical 
of what “many medical men in 
this country” think about euthan- 
asia, or mercy killing. 

The article concluded: 


AGAINST LAW 

“The sanctity of human life is an 
ideal which no civilization can dis- 
regard except at its peril, yet in 
cases such as these, I maintain it 
would have been an affront to civ- 
ilization to have acted otherwise. 


“What I did was against the law, 
but this is surely an instance 
where the law lags behind public 
opinion—and is certainly contrary

Arab World Rent 
By Syrian Plans 


WASHINGTON — The warn- 
ing that Eygpt has sent to Traq 
and Hashemite Jordan, in which 
the Cairo government threatens 
to take “positive action” if those 
mations intervene in Syria, em- 
phasises anew the largely ficti- 
tious nature of that unity among 
Arab states which once greatly 
impressed the British foreign of- 
tice and the American state de- 
partment. 

That unity has reality only in 
the rhetoric of Arab propagan- 
dists and in the votes cast by 
Arab delegates to the UN assem- 
bly. Otherwise it has little sub- 
stance, 

More than ever, in fact, the Arab 
world is rent by fierce national 
jealousies, unresolved dynastic 
rivalries and mounting internal 
difficulties, which defeat in the 
Palestine struggle helped expose 
and aggravate, but did not 
create. 

The three coups d'etat which 
Syria has experienced during the 
past nine months primarily were 
the products of local conditions, 
But the impact of that series of 
political disturbances has been 
felt in all the other Arab lands. 


No Real 


Improyement 

In Syria, as elsewhere in the 
Arab world, the achievement of 
national independence meant for 
most of the people only a change 
of masters, no real improvement 
in their lot. 

The result has been a growing 
spirit of disillusionment, upon 
which such military adventurers 
as Marshal Husni Zayim have 
sought to capitalize. 

Husni’s coup was purely mili- 
tary, however. A burly soldier 
of Kurdish origin, who had been 
chief of staff of the Syrian army 
when it intervened in Palestine 
(winning no laurels in the ven- 
ture), Husni simply moved in 
and got rid of the existing gov- 
ernment 

To win popularity he promul- 
gated a series of far-reaching, 
paper reforms, which few obser- 
vers believe he really desired or 
was capable of carrying ouf, even 
had his tenure not been cut short 
by a revolt engineered by a mili- 
tary junta on August 14. Husni 
was arrested and executed 

During his five months in of- 
fice, Husni also toyed with the 
idea of changing Syria's interna- 
tional orientation. 

His plan, at first, appeared to 
look in the directicn of an alli- 
ance with Turkey (he had served 
in the Turkish army during the 
First World War) and a union 
with Iraq and Hashemite Jordan. 

Later, however, after a visit to 
Egypt, he shelved that project. 
The only constructive intétna- 
tional develepment that took 
place during his regime was the

Middle East Poses 
Big UN Proble 


Economic Mission Sees Need 
For Large-Scale Development

The region is not ready for large-| 
scale development of its river sys- 
tems or its major undeveloped land, 
the UN mission for the Middle East 
reported, 

The mission had the job of 
making recommendations for re- 
habilitation of Arab refugees from 
the Palestine war and for promot- 
ing stable economic conditions in 

the countries involved 

In a preliminary report, adopted 
by the recent genera! assembly, the! 
mission proposed a $53,700,000 pro- 
gram of works and relief for the 
652,000 needy refugees. That pro- 
}gram is scheduled to go into effect 
soon. 


LIST PROBLEMS 
“The solution of the problem of 
|poverty and hunger that already 
jaffects a large section of the popu 
lation of the Middle East,” the 
| mission said in its final report, 
The missjon hinted that peace 


and stability in the Near East are 
a long way off in its listing of ele- 
ments in the problem which the 
UN must recognize: 

1. Peace and stability cannot be’ 
achieved in the Middle East until 
its peoples enjoy a higher standard 
of living. 

2. The path to a higher standard 
of living in the area is a long one. 

3. Improved agriculture must be 
the basis of development. 

4. Obstacles to economic devel- 
opment leave few if any opportuni- 
ties for immediate undertaking of 
large-scale schemes. Lack of capi- 
tal, technicians, skilled labor and 
co-operation among Middle East 
countries are named as the obsta- 
cles to large- scale Gevelopment. 


U.S. Wiretapping

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—(BUP)— 
Attorney General J. Howard Mc- 
Grath sees “no reason at the pres- 
jent time” why the FBI should 
abandon wiretapping in espionage, 
Sabotage and kidnapping cases.
